AVILA  GOING  COED 

Sister  Olive  Louise,  President  of  Avila 
College,  recently  made  the  announcement 
that  Avila  would  become  coeducational  in 
September,  1969.  Avila  and  Rockhurst  made 
like  announcements  at  a joint  press  con- 
ference held  at  the  Plaza  Inn,  on  April  25. 
Each  college  will  retain  its  separate  identity. 
No  merger  is  planned. 

During  the  intervening  months,  a study 
will  be  made  of  areas  of  coordination  and 
cooperation  between  the  two  institutions. 
The  objective  will  be  to  broaden  and  to 
strengthen  the  educational  programs  and 
the  community  services  of  both.  A prelimi- 
nary meeting  of  administrative  officers  and 
department  chairmen  was  held  at  Rockhurst 
on  May  13.  A series  of  meetings  will  be 
scheduled  throughout  the  coming  school 
year.  Long  range  development  and  the  com- 
mon goals  of  both  colleges  will  be  studied.

Avila  Seeks  Funds  for  Fine  Arts  Center 


Avila  is  about  to  begin  the  largest  single 
project  in  its  history.  Soon  the  Board  of 
Trustees  will  announce  the  plans  for  a 
Capital  Fund  Campaign  to  raise  a minimum 
of  $750,000  to  $1,000,000  for  a new  Fine 
Arts  Complex. 

This  new  Fine  Arts  Complex  will  make 
it  possible  for  the  music,  art,  and  drama 
classes,  laboratories,  presentations,  recitals, 
and  exhibits  to  be  appropriately  housed  in 
the  same  facility.  Thus  the  students  will 
have  a deeper  awareness  of  the  total  fine 
arts  program  and  the  opportunity  to  inter- 
relate most  fully  between  the  various  forms 
of  artistic  expression.  And  the  people  of 
Kansas  City  will  have  available  for  them 
facilities  for  lectures,  seminars,  and  music 
and  drama  presentations. 

For  these  reasons  the  campaign  has  been 
officially  designated  as  the  “Avila  College  — 
Action  in  Arts  Fund.”  The  early  response 
of  enthusiastic  support  and  willingness  to 
further  this  program  has  been  extremely 
encouraging.  The  enlistment  of  volunteer 
campaign  workers  will  soon  be  in  full  swing. 
It  is  the  objective  of  the  campaign  to  contact 
all  friends  of  the  college. 

The  campaign  will  involve  the  entire 
Greater  Kansas  City  area.  Friends  and

Summer  Refresher  Course  for  Nurses
